Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Okhi EP 1 1 061 96 discloses the claimed invention 
except for wherein the powdered medicament exits the cavity only through the top end. It would have been obvious to one having oridnary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to omit the openings on the bottome of the receptable of Ohki, since it has been hied that 
omission of an element and it fuction in a combination where the remaining elements perform the same functions as before involves only 
routine skill in the art. When only the top end (22) of of Okhi is pierced, the resulting openins in the top end would still provide fluding 
communication to channels 1 0A and 1 1 b allowing air to draw the powedered medicament out of the receptacle. Turbulent flow will be 
maintained, because turbulent flow is created by the distance between the inflow and outflow tubes [001 2], the nonlinear path of airflow 
[0006], [0007], and the chance in airflow velocity caused by flow-constriction orifice passage 26 [0058]. 
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
